The present eapacity of the Edgur
Thomsor is close to 1,100 tons of steel ruils
per duy. By February 1 Furosce H will
be in operstion, snd by May Forosce I will
wheel icto line. There will then be pine
furnaoes in operation, and the eapacity of
the two ugw furnaces, which are now being
pushed as fast a3 money and muscle will
permit, will be Isr above any of those now in
operation, )

A Wonderful Consumer.

F larnace, which has been recently relined,
is consuming 30 tons of ore every 24 hours, and
1,968 pounds of coke to everyton. From this
copsumption of ore and coke comes 810 tous
of Bessomer lron every 3 bours Six of the
soven furnaces of the Edzar Thomson average
close to 300 tous daily i their yield of Bessemer
iron. Furnsce F goas beyona this, and the two
new farmaces, which wili be in operation next
spring, will far exceed furasce F in their
ohfanlrr to turn out Bessomer.
